TREASURY MISMANAGEMENT. 

Congress will soon assemble, and the peo- 
ple will have, through their Representatives, 
an opportunity to ask the Administration 
some questions as to the conduct of the pub- 
lic business. It is safe to predict that the 
most interesting. of those questions will re- 
late te the finances of the Government. Sev- 
eral important changes have been made by 
the Treasury Department. It is of course to 
be presumed that there are good reasons for 
those changes, but the country wants to know 
more definitly what those reasons are. Mem- 
bers of Congress have declared an intention 
to bring these matters before that body, and 
we may antieipate that the discussions will 
be very interesting. 

The managementof the public debt is a mat- 
ter calling for investigation. Taking a period 
from the ist of May to the ist of November, 
we find a decrease of $50,084,276 in the debt 
indicated by the statements, but the interest-

| bearing debt is just where it was at the be- 


ginning of that time—$1,196,154,650. That 
is to say, whateyer reduction was made was in 
the portion of the indebtedness that it costs the 
Government nothing to carry, while the in- 
terest charge on the rest ef the debt is 
allowed to run on.

It 
is fitting that Congress should inquire if 
there is any need of hoarding so much gold 
when it might be used to pay debts with. It 
is pertinent to recall the fact that Secretary 
Sherman entered upon the perilous expéri- 
ment of specie restimption with less gold 
than there now is in the United States ‘l'reas- 
ury. A bond call of ten or twenty,miljions 
is a pretty small matter in ¢omparison with 
such an undértaking. 

There are several questions as to the cur- 
rency policy that require answers. Some 
persons claim that it is the policy of the 
Government to force the cireulation of silver 
dollars, and others that they are withheld | 
from the people as tar as possible, and there 
are evidences in support of both positions. 
On the one hand, the old practice of issuing 
silver certificates from the various Sub- Treas- 
uries of the country on @ deposit ot gold or 
legal-tenders at the New York Sub- Treasury 
has been stopped, which of course restricts 
the cirenlation of silver, or, what is the same 
thing, its representative. 
the one and two dollar bills have been with- 
drawn from circulation to foree the people to 
take the silver dollars. As for the 
effort to rid the Treasury of the 
subsidiary silver coin, that has not 
been a brilliant, success. In six months the 
amount has deereased à trifle over $8,000,000, 
and of this nearly $6,000,000 went to the New 
York banks on a special contract. Then there 
was the spectacular performance of moving a 
large quantity of silver from New Orleans to 
Washington on one of our old naval vessels, 
which was likely to go to the bottom any mo- 
ment on the voyage, and the shipment of 
millions of gold from San Francisco across 
the continent by mail—an unheard-of piece 
of business—to save express charges. 

All these things have a decidedly amateur- 
ish look. Perhaps, however, they are ‘the 
operations of men who havea profounder in- 
sight into finance than the men who grew 
gray in the service of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The Republican Congressmen will 
undoubtedly give the Democrats an oppor 
tunity to explain at the coming session. 


A PROSPEROUS TOWN RUINED BY 
FOOLISH SIRIKERS, 

Of all the suburbs of Chicago the onge 
flourishing Town of Irondale is the most 
wretched and miserable. It contains one of 
the best plants of iron-milt machinery in the 
United States, but it has been idle for six 


strike inaugurated by men who supposed they 
could reverse the laws of trade and force their 
employers to pay them more than their labor 
was worth as estimated by the market value 
of the product: They demanded higher 
wages in the face of a failing market, and as 
an inevitable result the mills had to be 
stopped, the town was ruined, and the fool 
ish workmen and their families are now 
either seattered or ragged and hungry, when 
they ought to be enjoying comfort and mak- 
ing some headway. They demanded higher 
wages than the business would bear, refus- 
ing to work for less or permit any other 
workmen to do it, and thus brought the mills 
to a standstill and themselves to want. They 
sawed off the limb on which they were sit- 
ting, and fell to the ground. 

The company which operated the: nail- 
milis at Irondale was willing to pay the nail- 
ers at the 17-cent rate, which enables a good 
workman to make from $6.50 to $8.50 per 
day—a scale of wares exceptionally high for 
the dull times jn the iron business, and suffi- 
cient to provide the workmen and their fami- 
lies with every reasonable comfort. In the 
Eastern nail-mills prices ran as low as 12 
vents, and there is ne truth in the assertion 
that it costs more to live in the suburbs of 
Chicago than in the Eastern cities. Every- 
body knows that a workman in Chicago able 
to make from $6.50 to $8.50 per day is ex- 
ceptionally fortunate and ought to sup- 
port his family in comfort and have 
money in bank. If the Irondale 
workmen had accepted the situation 
they could have earned high wages during 
the last six months, dnd their town would 
now be ina flourishing condition. Instead, 
property has depreciated, stores are closed, 
dwellings abandoned, and the workmen who 
have been unable to get away from the place 
are hopeless and dejected. Irondale is a de- 
serted village, rapidly going to ruin, and 
stands asa fit monument to the ignorance 
and stupidity ot men who thought that they 
could subyert the laws of trade and force 
their employers to pay more wages than their 
work was worth in marketable products. 
Their six months’ idleness has shown them 
the fallacy of such ideas. 

The strike at Irondale was exteptionally 
foolish, and brought ruin after it with un- 
usual rapidity. The men were being paid 
higher wages than in the competing mills in 
the East, and the dullest workman ought to 
have seen that if the ‘Irondale company in- 
creased the rate it would be undersold by its 
competitors and run out of the market. The 
employers had to sell their product on the 
same conditions that the workmen. disposed 
of their labor, and could not get higher rates 
than the market afforded; Between the loss 
resulting from shutting down and that from 
manufacturing and selling at a loss there was 
only one choice, and the foolish strikers thus 
forced the company to close its doors. It 
would seem that workmen pretending to an 
ordinary degree of intelligence ought to have 
understood that in claiming higher wages 
under such circumstances they were demand- 
ing the impossible, and hence were only a 
few degrees removed from the Nihilists, 
who insist on substantially the same thing on 
a somewhat broader scale. A Strike like 
that at Irondale is simply a demand that the 
employer shall pay the workman wages that 
he does not earn, which means that the em- 
ployer shall go into bankruptcy as speedily 
as possible.

To- Americans tis ‘atubborn defense of the 
union of Chureh ahd State will seem not 
alone strange but in a certam sense abhor- 
rent. In a country Where there is no polit- 
ical tie between the Church and the State, 
where the church cannot consume public 
revenues or tax the people, and where the 
State eannot enforce dogmas of any kind or 
appoint teachers of dogmas, such action is 
well-nigh incomprehensible. In this free 
country patronage in religion would never 
be tolerated, nor will its people ever under- 
stand why a civil rulershould be the supreme 
governor of a church, or why, for instance, 
Queen Victoria should possess the right of 
creating the Bishops ahd Archbishops, or why, 
of the 14,573 registered churches and chapels 
in England, private persons l. e., tandiords— 
should have the control of more than half of 
them to the extent of possessing the right of 
presentation of new priests to them. And 
again, on the other hand, the American peo- 


ple would never submit to such an arbitrary 


and unjust taxation as that upon which 
the Church of England is supported. To 
keep up that church involves an expense of 
$50,000,000 yéarly, much of which is in the 
shape of tithes and other forms of taxation, 
and the remainder rentals of lands the 
church should not own. The membership of 
the church is about two-fifths of the popula- 
tion of England, the remaining... three-fifths 
being composed of Methodists, Baptists, Con- 
gregationalists, Catholics, and Notitiagarians, 
who are taxed to support an Episcopal 
Chureh and dogmas which they do not be 
lieve in, besides thé voluntary support which 
they give to their own churches. Why 
should the Methodists, for instance, who 
have to maintain over 5,000 churches of their 
own, be taxed to keep the 15,000 Episcopal 
churehes and help support its Bishops, rec- 
tors, and ‘curates ‘preaching dogmas ‘which 
they (the Dissenters) do not believe? Why 
should the Congregational ist’ or Baptist, 
who voluntarily pays his own minister, be 
compelled to put his hand in his pocket 
and do his part towards paying the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury his fat salary of 
$75,000, and millions mere expenged upon 
the Archbishop’s suffragan, deans, canons, 
arclideacons, beueflced -clérgy, curates, regis- 
trars, secretaries, prebendaries, minor canons, 
chapter clerks, choristers, ete.? 

The union of Church and State is a prin- 
ciple which is at variance with every idea of 
modern progress, liberty, and civilization. 
Thers is no idea more abhorrent in this nine- 
teenth century than thata man should be 
cempelled to support a dogma in which he 
does not believe. The Tories would have 
been wiser to have dropped disestablishment 
as a political issue. By stirring up religious 
antagonisms, by arraying the whole power 
of the church in defense of its revenues and 
prerogatives, and by making the English 
churenmen believe that their institution is in 
immédiate danger, they may be able. per- 
haps. to defeat the Liberals by splitting them 
up, but by so doing they have themselves 
forced the issue which will all the more 
speedily be fought out to success. The 
suffrage is bound to be extended still further 
in England, and, with that extension, the 
relations of Church and State are bound to 
be severed.

UREMATION. 

The crematory establishment on Long 
Island is said to be nearly finished and is ex- 
pected to be ready for business shortly. 
Another is also approaching completion in 
the vicinity of Boston. It is announced that 
the charge for the operation to be performed 
there will at first be about $35, but that it 
is intended to reduce it to about $10 per 
corpse ere long. 

This will not be the whole cost of a funeral. 
The patrons of the crematory will still have 
a leeway for the gratification of their desire 
to exhibit to the world the depths of their wo, 
according as it may range anywhere along 
the gamut, the extremes of which are bound- 
ed by mitigated regret and; the acme of soul- 
consuming affliction, There will still be an 
opportunity for the leichenbestatter (“ body- 
placer,” as the Germans euphoniously call 
him) to pile up a bil if the relatives and 
friends wish for a display. There will be 
room for flowers at the house and a proces- 
sion through the streets, with other things 
that need not here be named. But the ere- 
matory will at least offer a chance 
for a decent inurnmg at a com- 
paratively small cost, and, as such 
ought to be welcome, it will render it possi- 
ble to save a large part of the $200 to $300 
of expense which it is now necessary to 
spend on a funeral if one would not be open 


to the imputation of meanness, and is spent 


on the last rites in many a case where the 
sum forms a considerable percentage of all 
that the individual has left behind in the 
shape of worldly wealth. The crematory 
should be hailed as an especial boon to the 

widow and orphan, whose grief is apt to be

Its desirability would be widely conceded in 
the event of a visit by the cholera, which has 
ravaged Southern Europe this year, and may 
reasonably be expeeted to invade our shores 
before 1886 has passed into history. This is 
a fitting time to move again for the establish- 
ment of a crematory in Chicago.

Boston apparently is the wickedest city on 
earth in the way of matrimonial misfits.

1 
whieh: its pastor was shown to have nati 
duiging in sympathetic paroxyems with one 
of the sisters, for Which he to have 
been kicked all over thie Back Bay, and the 
sister's husband to have had millinery rela- 
tions of a sort that ought to have subjected 
bim to thé same sort of treatment, it comes 
promptly up with another variety, outside of 
the church, which reveals equally extraor- 
dinary developments in the way of culture 
and culpability. The genior member of the 
State street banking firm of Loud Brothers is 
the gentlematily defendantin this ease. After 
he had been married tess than two weeks Mr. 
Loud concelved the idea of disciplining his 
wife. His methods were unique. He cuffed 
her ears. He threw her ‘‘ clean across the 
room” while in a New Tork hotel. He 
pinched her until she was black and blue. 
He kicked her out of bed, When she re 
fused to wear a low-necked dress he hit her 
ov the nose. Oue day when she had spent 
more money than he thought necessary he 
attempted to wash her fage with vitriol, 
When he was peculiarly affectionate he used 
to give her a **Gredian bend kiss,” as he 
called it, which consisted in bending her 
back and nearly tying her up in a bow-knot 
while he administered the act of osculation. 
If she were refractory. in summer he would 
make her sleep in the batt-tab, and in wün- 
ter hé would compel her to walk me floor 
her nigbt-dreg&, witly the x indo w ꝙ pen. “arin 
other . ot Loud's ede dis- 
eipline was to elevate her feet in presence of 
hotel waiters until she presented a very im- 
modest appearance. ; 

These are Mrs. Loud's averments, and they 
are corroborated. by numerous witnesses. 
There are always two sides toa story, how- 
ever, and now we have Mr. Loud’s. It seems 
that he based his system of discipline upon 
the scriptural theory that in all matters of 
household government the woman should 
obey. In general this is commendable, and 
so long as the husband has to pay the niar- 
riage fee and the wife promises to obey there 
is no particular reason why she should com- 
plain when obedience is demanded, Indeed, 
all rigut-minded women, it is well known, 
do obey without any question, and thereby 
escape the penalties which all husbands who 
have a realizing sense of the importance of 
management in the- household never fail to 
administer.. In Loud’s.case, however, he 
seems to have overstepped the guarantees of 
Scripture and the female promise. He ad- 
ministered these extraordinary penalties 
not because his wife was  mutinous, 
but because she was extravagant 
and used bad grammar. The extravagance 
perliaps he might have oyerlooked, but the 
deficiencies in gramimar afforded him the op- 
portunity of drawing the line. Bad gram- 
mar in the modern Athens, in the centre of 
American culture; in the very fountain of the 
public sthool system, was one of the seven 
deadly sins. Our sympathies are with Mrs. 
Loud; but at the same time, so long as there 
are 70,000 more women than men in Massa- 
chusetts, Mrs. Loud’s discipline ought to be a 
warning to those contemplating matrimony 
where men are so scaree, that they would do 
well to make sure their tenses, cases, and num- 
bers are correct, and that there are no mistits of 
subject and predicate, and no disagreements 
between thie personal pronouns and the verb 
to be,” otherwise the sufferings of cultured 
Bostonians will soon become so poignant that 
they will insist upon having competitive ex- 
aminations of all candidates for the matri- 
monial office. If they refuse to pass, they 
may have to get along ona pinch as Mrs. 
Loud did.

England to grab fifty millions a year of the 
public revenue out of the Treasury, put there 


by the British taxpayers of all sects and no 


sects. And it is -not necessary for the per- 
petuity of piety or thé success of religious 
denominations. Nowhere in the world is the 
Roman Catholic religion more flourishing, 
nowhere is it more unmixed with error, no- 
where is it preached with more enthusiasm 
than in Ireland and America, here it does 
not have a penuy from the State. On the 
other hand, nowhere is it weaker, nowhere 
is it more permeated with unbelief, atheism, 
and agnosticism than in Italy, Spain, Bel- 
gium, and France, where it still rétains a 
greater or less degree of contral over the 
State, or receives a large proportion of its 
revenue from it, and where its clergy are 
supported by taxes forced out ot the people. 
Where the clergy have to depend on the laity 
for support they are more zealous, laborious, 
faithful, and better ministers than where they 
are independent of their congregations and 
subsist: out of the political treasury of the 
State and on taxes forced Trani unbelievers 
and unwilling payers. 


THE money market was steady, and there 
was no change in the rates. The New York 
bank statement, however, showed an increase 
of about $1,000,000 in the surplus reserve. 
Investment securities were quiet. The New 
York stock market was very active, and there 
was an advance early in the day, but a con- 
siderable reaction came in the afternoon.— 
The Chicago wheat market was active and 
excitedly higher, partly owing to the news 
that Servia had declared war and partly on 
account of the news that big operators had 
already bought freely the previous two days. 
A good deal of long wheat was unloaded on 
the buyers. Provisions sympathized, but 
corn was rather weak on the fact of cool 
weather. As compared with Friday pork 
closed 12 cents higher, lard 7}¢ cents high- 
er, meats 5 cents higher, wheat fully 2 
cents higher, corn easy, oats 4% cent higher, 
rye M cent lower, barley- steady, and flax- 
seeds firm. Our receipts for last week er- 
ceeded the shipments by 276,000 bushels in 
wheat, and were less by 261,000 bushels in 
corn. The packing of this city since the 
opening of the season includes 344,000 hogs, 
against 244,000 for the same time last year, 
and 441,000 to do in 1883.

THE WEEK OF LIGHT OPERA—IMPROVE- 
MENT OF THE BOSTUN IDEALS. 

The representations given thus far by the 
Boston Ideals show conclusively that the com- 
pany is better vocally than ever before, and 
more than this, that it is in the way of getting 
outof the rut into which it had fallen. To 
give up Whitney and take Mr. W. H. Clark in 
his place was oertalnlxy not a gain, 
in itself considered. At least, however, there 
are circumstances which mitigate the loss, 
chief of which are Whitney's frequent absences 
filling oratorio engagements, and the great 
volume of bis voice, so disproportionate to the 
demands of light opera ensembies. Clark is a 
* practicable’’ basso of exceptional merit for 
the place. Even if the entire bass part had 
been cut off in toto, the gain of that consum- 
mate young artist, Miss Zelie de Lussan, in 
place of Geraldine Ulmar, would have more 
than offset it. For, although the voice of the 
newcomer is of that superiatively fine 
quality which cannot be fully appre- 
ciated by untaught ears, te young 
woman herself is 80 intelligent 
upon the stage, and so captivating in her per- 
sonality, that ber success is beyond congro- 
versy. If her appearances as Fanchette are to 
be taken as fair samples of ber other work, 
there are no bothering limitations to allege 
against her. She delights the eye, the intelli- 
gence, tne ear, and the artistic sense—all at 
once. Best of all, she does it with most 
natural simplicity and naiveté, which con- 
ceal from the casual observer the in- 


nate strength underlying them. Con- 
sider the vocal phenomenon. Here 16 a 
voice as pure and as free as a bird’s. The 


ease and volume of ber high G, A flat, and B 


Hat show that she possesses the much-vaunted 
bigh notes in alt; yet throughout a long part, 
lying almost wholly in the medium register, 
she never once goes out of her way to intro- 
duce a cadenza, a trill, a high note, nor any 
other trick for catching applause. That ber 
audiences should require -a certain amount of 
education before rising to a just appreciation 
of pure art like this is the necessary resuit of 
the demoralization wrought by higb-note trick- 
sters like Gerster and Nevada. Another 
point in Miss de Lussan's favor, justifying 
high hopes for ber future and that of the 
American operatic stage, is ber born genius for 
acting. The little things that most other sing- 
ers do with their bands, their feet, their bodies, 
because they have been taught to do them by 
the acting-master, this young woman does be- 
cause she feels them to be the right and natu- 
ral things todo. Upon this point next week 
we will have more tosay. for Monday night she 
will appear as Ariine in The Bohemian Giri,” 
and Wednesday as Zerlinain * Fra Diavolo,“ 
besides twice more as Fanchette. Miss Agnes 
Huntington, the new contralto, is a great ac- 
quisition. Her voice is of the finest order, and 
her cultivation bas been the very best.

Energetic action has 
been taken dy ‘he Servian troops, who have 
captured Trn and occupied the bights. Tru is 
porthwest of Sophia and just south of Pirot. 
Peace between the two nations ended at 6 
o'clock this morning, and the Servian army is 
merobing with great enthusiasm in three divie- 
jons on Sophia. Gen. Ho: vaifovitch commands 
the ieft wing, Gen. Lesbyania the right, and 
King Milan the centre. The whole force is ex- 
pected to concentrate at Sophia Nov. 22. The 
roads are covered w.th snow, retardmg the 
of the army. The Serviac 
division marching from Pirot direct on 
Sophia will probably bave the first decisive 
pattie of the war early tomorrow, when they 
are expected to reacn the difficult and rocky 
gorge of the Dragoman defile, where a number 
of Bulgarian battalions have been concentrated 
and where a stand may be made. | 

Later advices state that the Servian army 
croseed the Bulgarian frontier at 1 o'clock this 
morning in three divisions at Saribrod, Kiis- 
sura, and Bregova. They met with no resist- 
ance in crossing. Sharp fighting ocourred at 
Tru on the Viasina road, and at Kustendil, 
Many were killed and wounded on both sides. 
The Bulgarians reireated at all points. The 
whole Serwian arm, is now in Bulgarian terri- 
tory. 

KING MILAN'S PROCLAMATION. 

King Milan today informed the Powers that 
Servia bas deciared war against Buigaria be- 
cause Bulgaria arbitrarily attacked a position 
which the Morava Division of the King’s troops 
beid in Servian territory opposit the Bulgarian 
frontier. King Milan bas also issued a procia- 
mation, which is in substance as follows: 
Servia cannot allow Bulgaria, which has al- 
ready proved a hard neigbbor, to disturb the 
balance of power in the Balkans to her exclu- 
sive advantage. He then aliudes to what de 
calls the unjustifiable Bulgarian customs 
duties on the f ontier, the unlawful seizure of 


. Bregove, and the encouragement by Bulgaria 


of the Servian rebela condemned for high 
treason. 


[King Milan bere refers probably to Peko 
Paviovich, the Herregovinian Chief, and Pashico, 
the Servian Radicai leader. who were expelied by 
King Milan trom the Skuptschina. Copies of «a 
revolutionary proclamation signed br these men 
and distributed throughout Servia were recenti 
found by Servian officials, and the latter claimed 
they were disseminated by the revoluvonaries un- 
der Bulgarian protection. This Buigaria denied, 
claiming they were many miles distant from the 
Servian frontier interned in a fortress. } 


King Mian also alludes to alleged iil-treat- 
ment of Servian emigrants in Bulgaria, the. 
blockade of the frontier by Bulgaria. and a. 
leged attacks by undisciplined Bulgarian vol- 
unteers on the Servian people and troops. In 
conclusion the King says: 

I cannot suffer these intentional provocations, and 
I therefore adopt the policy of open hostility which 
bas been forced upon me by Bulgaria. . Servia’s 
Just cause now rests on the arbitrament of arms, 
the bravery of her army, and tne protection of the 
Almighty. Irely upon my peopie’s patriotism. 

PRINCE ALEXANDER RETALIATES. 

A dispatch from Philippopolis says that 
Prince Alexander and staff and several regi- 
ments are hurryimg to the defense of Sophia. 
Prince Alexander, in an order of the day to 
the officers and men of bis army, says: 


King Milan bas declared war against us and bas 
ordered the Servian army to invade Buigaria. Our 
Sefvian brethren, instead of assisting us, wish to 
ruin oar country. 

Show your courage now, and defend your moth- 
ers, wives, sisters, and homes! 

Pursue and annibiiate the cowardly, treacherous 
enemy! 

Let forward be your battie-cry, brethren, and 
may God aid us and grant us victory!

New York bas had ampie proof of this in 
the tremendous London purchases of American 
stocks—or perbaps I ought to say European 
purcbasee—for every bourse on the continent 
has been represented in the immense stream 
of buyers who have been so steadily raising the 
Wall street prices. To careful observers this 
bas indicated a universal distrust of European 
investments; a distrust based on the conviction 
that war was impending. 

So far as the subject is considered at all, the 
impression is general that Servia is a selfish 
aggressor. There was much bad feeling be- 
tween the two countries, the Servians being 
specially aggrieved because, while they bad 
exbausted their own resources buliding rati- 
ways, these had been rendered useless by the 
refusal of Bulgaria to make connecting lines, 
or do anything to open trade. Servia, how- 
ever, kept the peace and respected the treaty. 
But when the Gulgarians smashed the treaty 
and annexed Roumelia, the Servians felt that 


the time had come when patience ceased to be 


a virtue. They dad 0 objevtion to a 
union of the two provinces. but had very 
strong objeot.ons to having a part of their old 
territory which is populated by serfs used in 
an edifice of Bulgarian aggrandizement. Dis- 
patobes from Sophia put the blame on Servia, 
while telegrams from Beigrade and the terms 
of King Milan's proclamation unite in cbarr- 
ing the Buigarians with the initial hostilities. 
When the two armies bave spent a month giar- 
ing at one another across the frontier the only 
marvel is that they have abstained so long 
from fighting. ~ 
THE SPECTRE OF A GENERAL WAR. 

There is apparentiy no doubt that Milan will 
make quick and easy work with the raw levies 
of Priace Alexander. There is a good pros- 
pect of a Russian occupation of Bulgaria and 
Roumelia, and behind this stalks the spectre of 
agrand European war. The belief is here, 
bowever, that Servian success will be so swift 
and overwhelming that Russia's band will be 
forced before Christmas, and the whole ball set 
whirling,.despite snow and ice. 

WHAT CAN ENGLAND DO? 

There is also a belief here that England can 
keep out of the mess. Lord Salisbury, while 
maneging to throw the whole weight of this 
country against Russia, bas not committed it 
to contineniai action thus far. He has created 
a league which will crush Russia without com- 
promising England as an active factor. The 
Russians are very anxious to keep England 
out of the quarrel. Their papers for the last 
fortnight bave been full of pra sos of English 
fairness in the settiement of the Afghan mat- 
ter, wh cb is probably the first time for a quar- 
ter ot a century that Moscow has had soft 
words for London. 

AUSTRIA OR RUSSIA? 

By Monday you may bear that Hungary is 
ablaze with enthusiasm as never before, and 
that Berlin is ready to back Vienna, not only 
with sympathy but with soldiers, if Austria 
needs them. The Austrian attitude is as fol- 
lows: The partition of Macedonia between 
Servia, Greece, and Bulgar:a, Soutari to be 
given to Montenegro, and Albania to be left to 
iteeif to effect its internal organization; Sa- 
lonica to be madea free port under an Aus- 
trian guarantee, with a military rigbt of way 
secured to Austria between Pesth and Salon- 
ica: also a Balkan coniederation including 
Turkey. The Russian solution, as is ngto- 
rious, will certainly aim ata prospective pos 
session of Constantinople by Russia. 

SKURRYING DIPLOMATS IN LONDON. 

Lord Salisbury, the English Premier, is visit- 
ing the Prince of Wales at Sanuringham Pal- 
ace. The Servian official news was telegraphed 
to bim there. Lord Salisbury forthwith replied 
that he regretted that such extreme measures 
had been taken, and ordered his assistants at 
the Foreign Office to keep him prumpily ad- 
vised of ali the events of the crisis. 

The paramount question is. Will Russia 
fight?” The opinion in well-informed British 
circles at present is that she will. Baron de 
Staal, the Russian Ambassador, called at the 
Servian Legation the moment he heard the 
news of the declaration of war. The Servian 
Minister declined to inform your correspond- 
ent of the nature of the Russian Ambassa- 
dor’s interview, but it is rumored that 
the conference was a stormy one. 
Atter his interview with the Servian Minister, 
Baron de Staal hastened to the street, leaped 
into his carriage, and was driven at a furious 
pace to the Foreign Office. He was informed 
by the attacnés that Lord Salisbury was absent 
at Sandringbam Palace, and the chagrin of the 
Russian Ambassador upon the receipt of the 
information was ill-concealed. - 

A similar disappointment was experienced 
shortly afterward by Musurus Pasba, the Turk- 
ish Ambassador, and other diplomats who 
called at the Foreign Office boping to see the 
British Premier. It is understood that the 
visit of Musurus Pasha was made for the pur- 


pose of obiaining the advice of Lord Salisbury 


as to the wisdom on the part of Turkey of 
treating Servia’s advance upon Bulgaria as an 
invasion of Turkish territory and taking action 
accordingly. 

A majority of the Britisn Cabinet admit Tur- 
key's rights and favor ber resistance to Servian 
invasion of Buigaria, and will therefore de- 
cline to act with the Central Powers. 

Musurus Pasba favors a policy of quiescence, 
knowing fuil well that Turkey, though she may 
be allowed to protect ber own territory by 
force of arms, will not de permitted by the 
Powers to reap the fruits of victory. 

The Russians in London are openly boasting 
tonight that Servia will not be allowed te win 
a fight with Buigaria. 

The Liberals are extremely bitter against 
their Servian protégés for engaging in a frat- 
ricidai war when it is their plain duty to con- 
serve their strength to combat Russian aggzres- 
sion and prepare for a final struggie with Tur- 


key. The Tories are convinced that Austrian A 


and Russian intrigues are answerable for the 
present state of affairs. 
AT OTHER EUROPEAN CAPITALS. 
The news from Servia made a sensation at 


Berlin, although the public was well prepared 


for an outbreak of war when the hostile posts 
were fronting each other. Neither Servia nor 
Bulgaria get much sympathy. The general 
feeling outs.de of official circles this afternoon 
bas been that of exasperation that war, of 
which it is impossible to foresee the conse- 
quences, should be stirred up by the Powers 
who stand between the two petty rivals. The 
North German Gazette says that the fact that ' 
Servia has declared war against Bulgaria will 
not alter the prospects of the Baikan confer- 
ence.

RUSSIA'S OPPOSITION TO ALBXANDER.

A 
formal deciaration bad been sent by Premier 
Garaschuine to the Greek Agent representing 
Servia at Sophia, instrucing bim to convey it 
to Zannoff, the Minister of Foreign affairs.

Suouid the Government respit him there will 
be great popular tadignation. The two factions 
bere are at daggera drawn, and a singiec false 
step may cause serious consequences. 
The cause of the implacabie host ty to Riel is 
due to tae murder of Scott by him when the 
latter was President of the Provincial Govern- 
ment of the Kea Kiver settlement in 1870. The 
people look upon bis hanging as ong deferred. 
if they coud separate Riel’s Arst and last 
offense and look upon the condemned criminal 
merely as the leader of the rebellious half- 
breeds last spring, it is almost certain the agi- 
tation for the commutation of the sentence 
would receive substantial support from On- 
tario. But while they could forgive a man who 
had slain their sons in a stand-up fight, they 
have nothing but an unylelaing demand for the 
biood of the man wo shot down a defenseless 
prisoner, and carried his hatred so iar as to de- 
ny Christian burial to bis remans. What po- 
litical effect the carrying out of his sentence 
wi.l bave it is hard to say. Shouid the F:ench 
members volt in a body the consequences may 
be serious to the present Administra- 
tion. There are filty-three Frenoh mem- 
bers in the House, including Cabinet Ministers. 
Of these four represent consiituencies outside 
of the Prov.nce of Quetec, but, with the prob- 
able exception of one, they Ww. go along with 
their compatriots, Twelve of these fifty-three 
are Liberals, who will, of course, be against 
the Government; so the defection of the 
Frenon vote will mean a change of forty-tbree 
members rom the Conservatives to the Lib er- 
als, and quite a sufficient number to de pose 
the present Conservative Ministry, unless it 
gets enougt Li: eral votes to offset the defeo- 
tion. On the question of Riel's banging it wiil 
be almost gure to get most of the twenty-eight 
Ontar.o Liberal votes.

New Yor, Nov. 14.—|Special. |—mr. Horace 
Brigham Claflin, perhaps the most widely- 


known merchant in tho United States, died at 


his country-seat at Fordham. N. V., at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon. Mr. Claflin bad been 
there with his family all summer, and was to 
bave returned to his winter residence at No. 
55 Pierrepont street, Brooklyn, this week. 
Thursday lust Mr. Ciaflin was im bis usual 
good heaitn, and after a short 
be went into the dining-room to tea. 
At the table be conversed iaugbingly 
with several guests who were present, 
when suddenly he fell from his chair to the 
floor, having suffered a Stroke of paralysis. 
His sons carried him to his room and summoned 
Dr. Edward C. Seguin of this city by telegraph. 
When the doctor arrived Mr. Claflin was still 
unconscious, and all efforts to arouse him were 
in vain. During yesterday Mr. Claflin rested 
easily, and hopes were entertained of bis ulti- 
mate recovery, but early this morning a reiapse 
occurred, and he died short iy after 8 o'clock. 
All bis family, consisting of a wite, two sons, and 
bis daughter-iu-iaw, wero at his bedside when 
death came. He never regained conscious 
ness after his attack Thursday, and his last 
sight of his wife was as he told a lauchable 
joke at ber expense at the table. Resides his 
widow, Mr. Ciafliu’s surv:vors are bis two sons, 
Johuſt member of the firmof H. B. Claflin & 
Co., and Arthur B., who 1 4 partner in the 
stock brokerage house of & V. White & Co. 

The body will be taken to Brooklyn Monday 
and the interment, which will be in the family 
vault at Greenwood, will take place Tuesday 
atternoon. The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
who is at present in Chicago, has been tele- 
graphed for, and will probably officiate at the 
tuneral. 

Boon after going into business Mr. Clafi'n 
married a Miss Sanger of Sherborne, Mass., 
who te still living, and by whom he had five 
children, tour sons and a daughter, only two 
of whom survive. Mr. Claflin was a man of 
unostentatious and unfailing benevolence. 
He gave largely to charitabie objects, and was 
always willing to assist wortby people in times 
of misfortune. 

„He was the most charitable man in the 
State outside of Poter Cooper,“ said one of 
bis friends tonight. When  Piymoutb 
Church was organized in 1847 Mr. Claflin 
was one ot the Board cr Trustres, and at the 
time of bis death he was President of the board. 
He was also connected with the Cnildren’s Aid 
Society aad other chatitable stitutions, be- 
sides being interested in the Fourth National 
Bank, the Union Ferry Company, and the 
Home Fire- Insurance Company. He was a 
atanch iriend of Mr. Beecher, and stood faith- 
fully dy bim at the time of the great trial, be- 
ing veritably a pi lar of the church. 

THE STORY OF HIS LIFE. 

The dead merchant was born in Milford, 
Mass., in 1812, bis father being a manufacturer 
of boots and shoes. He came of a family of 
money-makers. The C.aflins aré descended 
from a Puritan ancestry, who came to the 
United States at an eatly date after the settie- 
ment ot New England Horace was educated 
in the school of his native town and carly in- 
itiated into business at his father’s store, where 
the stock of goods on sale was even of a more 
miscellaneous character than ig now common 


in such places. Hazing, attained his m- 


jority he associated with 4 part- 
ner in the purchases of his fa 
ther’s business. The partners had bardiy 
begun business when they decided to discon- 
tinue the sale of alevholic liquors, and closed 
out the.r stock of the same by pouring it into 
the street. Contrary to hie father’s.opinion as 
to what would be the effect of this radical pro- 
ceeding, young C:aflin and his partner pros- 
pered during the two years they were together 
at Milford. Afterthis time they removed to 
Worcester, in the same State, and opened a 
business there whicb, during tbe ten years that 
Mr. Clafiin's interest was continued in it, be 
came one of the leading houses in New En- 
giand. 

Mr. Claflin began his career in New York 
with a capita! of $30,000. In July, 1843, de 
and William H. Buckley opened a wholesale 
dry-goods store in Cedar street, where, during 
the first year, they did a business of a quarter 
of amillion. By 1849 it nad gruwn to three 
times that magnitude, and the firm removed 
into larger quarters next year. Mr. Buckley 
retired in 1851, and a new partnership was 
formed, with Mr. Clafi.n as ite bead. In 1858 a 
removal was made to the Trinity Building, 
built by the firm in the neighborhood of Trin- 
ity Church with the expectation that it would 
prove large enough. This proved a 
mistake, however, and in 1861 the prem- 
ses now occupied by H. B. Claflin & Co. 
were opened by them. The firm, by the 
way, had been changed as to its style and 
membersbip shortly before this time. Their 
principal building standson a site measuring 
875 feet on Worth street, eighty on Church, 
and the same length on West Broadway. The 
adjacent lot, also occupied by a building, is 100 
feet long and eighty feet in width. Both 
buildings are seven stories in hight, including 
basements and sub-celiars. About 1,000 per- 
sons are employed in this’ establishment. As 
long ago as 1866 the sales of tne house were 
$72,000,000 a year. Mr. Claflin proved bimself 
a master spirit in commerce. In time of de- 
pression and panic, as well as of the greatest 
prosperity, be showed bimself to be self-pos- 
sessed and full of resources. 

In 1861, owing to the fact that Southern 
traders almost to a man repudiated what they 
owed Mr. Clafiin’s firm, it was obliged to sus- 
pend, but afterward resumed on a basis of 
payment of 70 cents on the dollar. The other 
30 cents wae afterwards paid. Iu 1873 be was 
forced to suspend again, but got an extension 
of one, two, and three years. At that t me he 
had his name out on $20,000,000 to $25,000,000 
of paper, but he paid up inf full. During hu 
life it was estimated that he had sold neariy 
$800,000,000 worth of goods. The rivalry be- 
tween Clafiin’s house and that of A. T. Stew- 
art was very keen, and the statement is made 
that Claflin was abead in the race, Stewart's 
highest sales for any one year being quoted at 
$42,000,000. During the War Mr. Clafi:n was a 
stanch Union mau. 

CHICAGO IS AHEAD Now. 

For years the two firms of Claflin and ftew- 
art led the dry-goods trade in this country, but 
of late years Bates, Reed & Cooley and Mar- 
shali Fie.d & Co. of Chicago bave got ahead. 
It is understood that Mr. Claflin leaves a fort- 
une of nearly $10,000,000. He was always 
averse to display of uny kind, and, although 
bis two bouses were very richly furnisbed and 
afforded Opportun ties for social gatherings, he 
entertained but little. in politics he was an 
old line Whig, and of late years supported 
faithfully the nominees of the Republican party. 
He was never conspicuéus in municipal affairs. 
In 1874 Mr. Claflin was on the Exam.ning Com- 
mittee with Henry W. Sago, Augustus Storrs, 
Henry M. Cleveland, John Winslow, and 8, v. 
White, appointed to inquire late and report as 
to the truth of the “rumors, insingations, or 
charges made respecting the conduct of the 
Kev. Henry Ward Beecher by Theodore Tilton. 
For many years Mr. C.aflin purchesed the 
bighest-priced pew in the churehb, and at the 
close of the’ Beecher trial gave the 
largest subscription toward expenses and 
toward Beecher’s salary. He formerly re-

The second count charged that 
the defendants “transported and  facili- 
tated the transportation” of the 
the goods described, and the third count 
charged that they tod and facilitated the 
sale. Tie fourth, Atth, and sixth counts in 
the samo way covered a transaction dated 
Nov. 0, 1872. in whieh the value of the

THEY NEED THE TIMBER, 


THE PROPLE OF MONTANA MAKE A 

OUS PROTEST AGAINST THE RECENT DB- 

CISION OF COMMISSIONER SPARKS. 

Butte, Mont., Nov. 14.—[Special. Tho recent 
rulings of Land Commissioner Sparks relative 
to the oulting of timber on the public domain 
by miners and mining companies threatens to 
paralyze the entire mining industry. It prac 
tieally compels the milis and smelters to sbut 
down, The prominent mining men of the Ter- 
ritory have telegraphed Secretary Lamar ask- 
ing bim to suspend the operation of the rules 
until they can be beard. Petitions are being 
signed in every camp asking for the abroga- 
tion of the rules. A petition started this morn- 
ing bas already several thousand signers. The 
petitioners represent that there are 22,000 people 
in Butte and Anaconda dependent upon the 
mmes; that $750,000 is monthly paid out for 
labor salaries; that the value of the metal pro- 
ducei from the mines of Butte for 1885 will be 
$15,000,000; that the business of the camp 
gives the Union Pacific ove-tenth of its gross 
bus ness: that ther’ are now in operation in 
the vicin ty of Butte eigut quartz-milis having 
in the aggregate 250 stamps and six smelting 
and concentrating works, with a capacity 
in all of about 1,000 tons per day. 
In addition to these are the smelting 
and concentrating works of Anaconda, 
supplica by Butte ore. These works are the 
largest in the Cuited States, and perhaps in the 
world. They have a daily capac ty of 700 tons, 
and it is expected to double their size. Other 
smeiting and concentrating works are now in 
process of const ruotion about Butte. Much of 
the richest Butte ore is shipped out of tLe Ter- 
ritory witbout any treatment here. The Butte 
ore is iow grade and can only be treated by 
smelting or concentration. To operate the 
mines, mills, and smelters, as well as 
to erect the dwellings and businesas-bouses for 
a community, large amounts of timber are re- 
quired. The mines must be timbered, the milis 
and smeiters be built, and wood for fuel must 
ve bad to run them. The timber whicn is used 
for these purposes is taken from the public 
timt er lands. Tnere is no other availiable 
source of supply. The lands where timber is 
found inthis country are in the mountains. 
They have, as u genera! rule, no value except 
for tue timber upon them or the minéral in 
them. The timber out for mim and 
the like purposes is not exported. 
Ic is used in tne Territory to build up and sus 
tain the main industry of the country, to de- 
velop its resources, increase its population, 
and augment the bullion supply of the worid. 
To such reguiations as would present any ex- 
port trom the Territory ot timber cut within 
its Mmits or as would prerent or punish any 
wunton or unnecessary waste or destruction of 
growing timber, no one could ebject; but to 
probiv t the culling of timber in this Territory, 
where there are no means provided by the laws 
of the United States tor acquiring title to tim- 
ber-lands or to confirm the right of persons 
who use it or the lands which they ciaim, 
would be utterly destructive to the whole 
mining industry. A delegauon of mining-men 
will be sent to Washington to present the peti- 
tions and discuss tne subject.

Holy Hul is situated near the eastern line of 
the Town of Erin, Wasbing’on County, and is 
the highest point of land in the eastern part of 
the State, being 824 feet above the level of 
Lake Michirau and 1,802 feet above sea level. 
It stands in the midst of a country abounding 
in beautiful and diversified scenery, and the 
view from ite summit is a grand one. For 
miles around the country appears like a vast 
panorama, with its bills, forests, lakes, farms, 
churches, and viliages. Holy Hill can be 
reached by a few miles travel from Richfield, 
Schieisingerville, or Hartford, all stations on 
the Northern Division of the Chicago, MI. 
waukee & St. Puul Railway. Tne country is 
rough in the extreme, yet it is well settied and 
abounds in beautiful farms, nearly ail owned 
by thrifty farmers of foreign extraction. 
Leaving the main read at the (oot of the biil, 
the path to the summit w.ods up the steep in- 
cline at easy stages, the distance being nearly 
or quite bat a mile. Crosses or “praying 
stations.“ eaoh one bearing a picture commen- 
orat:ve of some event in the li e of the Savior, 
to the number of tourteen, are placed along 
the road. It is an almost dally oecurreace dur 
ing the summer season that afflicted persons 
of all ages and nationalities, and in all 
ot decrepitude und disease. make the journey 
from the base to we summit of me bill, 
stopping to pray to the Blessed V.rgin and the 
saints in general for relef from their al- 
ments. A great number of these pilgrims an- 
nually visit the bili and toll up the ascent, ir 
being a part of the creed to believe that the 
greater the suffering undergone in the at- 
tempt the more certain the intercession of 
the saints in the matter of reef aud cure. 
Many progress slowly upward on bended 
knees, and it is said that weak and delicate 
women perform the journey in sbotted shoes 
which bathe the feet fa blood. They thus imr 
tate the example of the martyrs of olden 
time, and are considered by the faithful as be- 
ing particularly heroic in enduring such suffer- 
ings. 

THE HERMIT’S RETREAT. 

About baif way to the summit is the spot 
where formerly stood a rude hut, occupied 
nearly a quarter of a century ago dy tne her- 
met, from whom the bight has derived one of 
its appellations, Hermit Hill. Frangois the 
hermit was said to be a descenaant of a nobie 
German family, and was esucated fur tue 
priesthood. Falling in love with the pretty 
daughter of an innkeeper of bis native land. 
he yieldea himself up to n. Be ore doing so 
wholly be resolved to banish h.meeif 
trom the country for a couple of years, 
both to test bis own love and also that of 
his charmer. It was the old story of the ad- 
sent lover as contrastei with another swain 
who was present to urge his suit day after 
day. On bis return Frangois found that bis 
lady-love haa solaced berseif in bis absence 
with ano ber lover, and the evidence of their 
unholy int.macy was tangible. Urgedon dy 
the love turned to batred, he k.lied the fuithiess 
one ana fled. Remorse for his crime pursued 
him wherever be went, aud the spectre of the 
dead was ever present to his sght. Occupied 
or unoccupied, moving or stationary, it was 
always the sume, until finally, brokeu down by 
bis sufferings, be knelt at the foot of the cross, 
confessed bis sin, and suugat for mercy where 
sione it could be obtained. He wus forgiven, 
and again taken into the obureh, but 
never wos able to forgive bimseir. After 
years of wandering. given up to penance and 
devotion, he came to this place., diesased in 
body and in mind. and buried himself in what 
was then almost a wilderness. It is geveraily 
related that, aithougu he took no medic.ne, le 
became cured of his infirmities, and betore he 
departed he was a sound man. Some o, the 
points of the legend the reader will find con- 
troverted farther on by good autbority. Fran- 
gois lor some time lived in a rude dugout ia 
the side of the hill, but the simvio-minded and 
devoted people around bim built biu a rude 
hut afterward in which he resided during the 
latter portion of die stay. He finaily disap- 
peared as mysteriousiy as he came and uo one 
knew where be went. 

For many years a rude church or chapel 
crowned the bill, and a priest from St. Augus- 
tine officiated therein. A few years ago the 
od church was removed, and a large and

In 1881, an Englishman, who kept a hotel in 
La Salle, III., came and stopped with me for a 
while. He was 70 or 80 yeas old, and bald- 
headed, but ne would go about on the bill 
in the bot sun without any hat. He 
said that before he came to the hill he 
could not be out im the sun on a hot. 
day without having a terrible headache. He 
could run about bere bareheaded till his bead 
was biistered, but bud no headache. He wus 
a Protestant when be came, but be became a 
Cat hol ic. 

I knew of a woman in Milwaukee who was in 
travail, three weens, I believe it waa, and 
thought every dav she would die. Sue was 
very poor, and one day a rich lad, living near 
her, and also a Catholic, mentioned Holy Hul 
and told ber she believed tbat if she would 
promise the Biessed Virgin to goto that holy 
place and pray that ber trouble would Le 
ended. The woman said she was too poor to 
go there, out the visitor said that God would 
provide the means to keep ner vow. It was 
made, and her child was de.ivered at once, and 
without harm. 

MIRACLES THAT DIDN’T MIRACLE. 

I could teil many other cures if I bad time 
tothink about them.

10 p. m., when most of the family were in bed 
and the rest were preparing to retire, raps 
were heard upon the kitchen door. Belore there 
was time to answer a dozen armed ruflians, all 
masked and otberwise disguised, burst into 
the room. Mr. Curtin and his two staiwart 
sons confronted the rutians. The captain of 
the moon ighters demanded arma. The elder 
son and Mr. Curtin promised to procure 
such weapons as were in the house. 
He accordingly waiked from room to room, 
pretending to search for arms, while the cap- 
tam followed, keeping a rie pointed at the 
young man’s bead. Meantime Me. Curtin Sr. 
came down-stairs carrying a revoiver. At the 
foot of the staircase he found three men 
blocking the parior door. His family heard 
um say: Nov, boys!” and then, * Fire!” 
The captain, startied by these words, relaxed 
his guard on Daniel Curtin, who seized the 
ruffan’s rie and pressed it across his 
body, pinning him to the wall. The 
captain yelled, “Murder! Heip !! Mr. 
Curtin’s younger son rushed into the 
room, and, with Dan el’s belp, torew tne cap- 
tain to the floor. Their sister, Miss Nora Cur- 
tin, being aroused by the tumult, came upon 
the ecene and tore the mask off the face of the 
prostrate captain, and be was instantly recog~ 
nized as Tade Casey. the son of a farmer living 
at Firies. During this time Mr. Curtin Sr. was 
Siruggiing in the bali with three ruffians, one 
of whom, a man named Sullivan, be shot dead. 
Almost immedéiately afterward Mr. Cirtin re- 
ceived tbe contents of a musket in. bis abdo- 
men, and feil to the floor alongside the dead 
ruffian. The gang then became panic-stricken 
and fied, some of them jumping through tbe 
w.odows. Mr. Curtin died in twenty minutes, 
He was 65 years old, The hostility of tbe 
moonlighters towards bim was provoked by the 
fact that be paid bis rent.

The revelations of immorality at Valen- 
ciennes arose from tha arrest of two 
women of bat character, who exerted 
an evil influence some yoars ago among 
factory and market cmployés. Misdoing bas 
been so prevalent, even to the towest grades of 
the people, that the facilities for crime have 
been fostered instead of being condemned ty 
pubiic sentiment. There are 600 disorderly 
buuses to a population of 35,000. Cases of the 
venallty of parents are quoted, and the mor- 
tality among tbe sufferers is said to be fright- 
ful. Criminals. usually evade prosegution 
from the fear of scandals in respectabie fam- 
ilies. 
Current eympathy is running strong for Mr.

The crime was peculiar- 
ly horrible aud the detailg wozid rouse indie- 
pation even in the breast of a red Indian. 
Delacourt comes ot criminal stock. His tather 
pitchtorked a man to death, his mother and 
sister for years have ied a baif-savage life of 
debauchery, living in a deserted quurry, nick- 
named Camp of Chalons, where they were 
only visited by soldiers from neighboring gar- 
risou towns. Delacourt had tong been an 
outlaw and robber. One night bo broke into a 
lonely cottage inhabited by the widow, a be- 
nevolent woman of 84, dragged ber out of bed, 
outraged ber, ransacked the house, and ended 
by backing bis victim into pieces witb a knife 
and scalping ber. When arrested soon after 
locks of white bair were found aticking to his 
biood-stained boots. The peasants round about 
were so infuriated that they buog him upto a 
tree with a rope round his neck and be- 
labored him with sticks till he nearly died, 
Delacourt did not stir a muscle when sen- 
tenced.

Resolved, That itis the sense of this committee 
that whilst the people of Gaiveston are not solicit- 
mg contributions from abroad for the sufferers, yet 
8 they are deepiy grateful for ali donations which 
5 may de made from any quarter. 

The Executive Board of Knights of Labor of 
Texas have resoived themselves into a Relief 
Committee, and through District Master Work- 
man P. H. Golden have applied to all assem- 
blies in the State and througbout the Union to 
prompt y contribute money, Clothing, and pro- 
visions to the suffercrs, as the distress is great, 
and request that all coniribufions be sent to 
P. H. Golden. Gaiveston. 
The large meroantile bouses of P. J. Welles 
& Bro. and Waters S. Davis, having ascertained 
who of their employés were sufferers by the 
late fre, have presented each with a month's 
salary. The fire-insurance companies bave 
deen liberal contributors, and a number of 
agencies of heavy companies have been in- 
. structed to pay the losses and adjust the claims 
afterward. 

The loss of the insurance com panies on prop- 
erty dest ro) ed will amount to $1,075,905. 

The fire, from the best evidence ob:ainable, 
orig nated among the cotton-seed used for 
fuel, che proper precaution not baving been 
observed in drawing the fires.

q THE DESTITUTE—THEIR ORDERS. 

Many pitiful cases of destitution are report- 
ed, among the victims being a large number of 
educated and refined femaies of small means, 
who lost their little homes, and who hesitate 
to permit their destitute condition to become 
known. One member of the Relief Committee 
received six letters from families of this de- 
scription ask ug whetber aid could not be ex- 
tended them privatoly by the committee. 

The grand jury today resoived that, in its 
opinion, the citizens of Galveston were unable 
to provide adequateiy for the relief of Victims 
of the fre and that contributions from every 
source should be and were bereby solicited.

A SERIOUS FIKE AT AUSTIN. 

Fire destroyed the Giles Mock. in the Town 
of Austin, seven miles west of the city, early 
yesterday morning. The jocality burned was 
the principal dusmess part of the town, and 
includes sevén stores, the Hotel Palmer, the 
post-Office, the skating rink, and a private resi- 
dence, Thé@ buildings were all owned by W. 
A. Giles of No. 1888 Michigan avenue, and 
were valued at $35,000.. The total loss is about 
$60,000. — 

The flames were first discovered about 2 
o'clock a.m. The step-daughter of Mr. S. L. 
Palmer, who kept the bote on the second and 
third floors of the buildmg, was awakened at 
that time by the stifling smoke in ber room. 
Sbe ran out. and awakened Mr. Palmer, 
who found that the carpets were all afire. Run- 
ning down inte ibe street, bis loud cries soon 
awakened the occupants of the neighborhood, 
and the utmost confusion prevailed. There is 
no fire department in the town, and it was 
soon evident that littie could be done to save 
anything pot portable. The stores below were 
unoccupied, but the botel contained nearly a 
dosen occupants and there were otbers in the 
building. R. J. Ingram, wife, and two 
children were found iockea in a room, 
almost suffocated. The door was broken 
open and they descended to the street 
in tber night-clothes. Mr. Palmer's 
family did the same. Dr. Hoover made 
bis escape 60 precipitously that he forgot his 
gold watch, which was under the pillow, and 
be returned for it. Io bis 
ever, be seized the pillow and descended in tri- 


turbed. 

R. H. Traili’s residence was immediately 
bac« of the building. and was soon in flames. 
It washoved for awhile to save the skating- 
rink, a new structure at the end of the biock, 
but it soon succumbed. About forty feet from 


structure, and it was 
living coals. A 


five-story wooden 
soon covered with 
number of men reached the roof. 
however, and succeeded in keeping it well 
saturated with water passed up in buckets. 
The town ball, standing enst of the burning 
black, was also covered with flaming brands, 
but it was aiso saved. 

The fire was discovered from the city by 
Watchman James Healy in Engine 17's tower 
on West Lake street, and Marshal Conway 
started out there witb Engine Companies No. 
24 and 26, and Truck No. 7. Owzng to the lack 
of water facilities de could do little after 
reaching there. 

The block was three stories high and dullt 
of brick, except the two stores on the corner 
and Mr. Trait's residence adjoining them 
at the rear. The origin of the fire is entirely 
unknown. ; ‘ 

RK. H. Traill, druggist, was insured in the 
New Hampsbire for $800 and Liverpool & Lon- 
don & Giobe $1,500. He loses $500 oa bis store 
and $1,000 on bis res'dence. 

S. A. Tinker kept a bakery adjoining, and 
bad been in business two weeks. Loss, $200: 
no insurance. 

g. L. Palmer, who kept the hotel, didn’t save 
a dollar’s worth of furniture. e was insured 
tor $1.000 in the Hanover. R. J. Ingram was 
rooming at the boteil until bis new house in 
Austin was completed. His househoid goods 
were stored in the building and area total loss: 
insured for $1,800 in the Detroit Fire & Marine, 
He also lost $600 worth of jewelry and clothing. 
Mrs. MeGuire, who also roomed in the building, 
lost nearly everything, as also did Dr. Hoover. 

Henry Pilienger, boots and shoes, lost bis 
whole stock, valued at $2,000; isured for $1,000 
in the American, Newark. 

Mrs. A. L. Chave, who keeps a dry-goods 
store on West Van Buren street, owned the 
stock of dry goods burned, valued at $1,500; 
insurance, $500 in the Giens Falls. 

Joseph Warnock & Co., grocérs, bad an in- 
surance for $1,500 in the New Hampshire, 
which will nearly cover their loss. J. H. Kel- 
ley, the skating-rink proprietor, bad $1,750 la- 
surance each in the Union of Colorado and 
Fremen's Funi. B. W. Bowen, jewelry and 
notions, was insured for $1,500 in the Aliema- 
nia, enough to cover bis loss. 

A large society ball on the third floor con- 
tained parapvernalia ana jewels of several se- 
cret societies, being a total loss. Oak Park 
Lodge, No. 645, I. O. O. F., bad $250 in- 
surance in the German-American. Cicero 
Chapter, R. A. M., bad $1,500 insurance 
in the Lumbérihan’s, which will entirely 
indemoify wem. Kirkpatrick Post, G. A. R..

Sruver Currr,'Colo., Nov. i4.—The débris bas 
been cleared away from the mouth of the 
uli Domingo shaft, and Armstrong, the fore- 
men, was les dovu by ropes about 400 feet. 
He found the sbaft filied with débris at this 
point and sent ap aiterapick and esbovel. 
Hopes are entertained that the men are still 
alive in the drift at the 850-foot level. Over

m. one of the bodies had been lifted to the sur- 
face. The others will be raised as soon as pos- 
sibie. Three of the dead men leave families.

Mrs. Walter Jully was 
slightly bruiseéu about the body and a Miss 
Thompson received as icht cut in the bead be- 
sides a severe sbaking up. The wounded were 
taken to the city. In the meantime 
Engineer Ejickenroth and his freman, 
James Brady, were released from be- 
neath a mass of coal in the engine cab. 
Brady was uninjured, but Eickenroth received 
a bruise on the torebead besides having bis 
hand sprained. He stated that the track was 
c.ear at the time of the accident, and thal the 
target was set in the proper position. J. P. 
Hardigan, the night man, said that a passen- 
ger-truin had preceved the limited a short time 
and that the track was all clear. Late last 
night, after bours of labor, the twisted rails 
were placed in position and the place was 
cleared of the débris. The damage will prob- 
ably reach 810,000.

CALIFORNIA ¥RUIT. 


A YEAR OF OVERPRODUCTION — LOSSES OF 
THE DEALERS. 

California has been a land of pienty at least 
in one respect this year, Her crops of fruit 
have been enormous. There was more than 
enough several times over for ber people, and 
large quantities were shipped to nearty all the 
jead ing cities of the Union, including St. Paul, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, New York, and Chicago. 
The sums realized by the sales of the consign- 
ments to this city gave the shipper no profit, 
and it is fair to assume that the result was the 
same in other cities. At least One-third more 
fruit was shipped bere during the season just 
closed than last year. Many car-loads arrived 
in questionable snape: that is, the greater por- 
tion of the fruit had rotted in transit, and was 
unmarketable. It is asserted by macy good 
judges that the keeping quality of Culifornia 
produce has deteriorated; ow to climate 
changes, and the result bas been disastrous to 
the grower and to those who bought up the 
crops of some ot the orchards and vineyards. 
The pears rotted too quickly, and the grapes, 
especially tokays and muskats, would not keep. 
These fruits would come into sharzer compe- 
tition with those of other States, but the cost 
of freigk:, $600 per car, isso great that there 
isa Vast difference between the two. It is 
claimed that the fruit of the Pacific slope is 
far superior to any other, and the public would 
buy it in preference if it could be obtained at 
anything like the cost of home-grown fruit. A 
car-load of produce from the West is four and 
a beif days on the road, passenger time. By 
freight the time is ten days—much too long for 
fruit to be boxed up in a car—so that there is 
no alternative but to send it by passenger- 
train at a beavy outlay.

A WORLD'S FAIR AND AN INDIAN EXHIBI- 
TION TO BE HELD—FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 
At the annual meeting of the stockholders of 

the Exposition Building, which was held yes- 

terday, A. F. Seeberger in the chair, Edwin 

Lee Brown offered the following resolution, 

which he said bad been suggested to bim by 

George Mason: Resolved, that it is the sense 

of this meeting that a great World's Fair be 

held in Chicago ia the year 1892, the 400th an- 
niversary of the landing of Columbus in Amer- 

oa. . 

He said something should be done to cele- 
brate that anniversary, and as Chicago was 
recognized as the most suitable place for ex- 
hibitions and conventions it was proper that 
the Exposition Company prepare intime. R. 
W. Hare supported the resolution, saying that 
while the fair would involve a large amount of 
expense and labor, the benefits that would ac- 
crue to the city would more than repay for all 
trouble and expenso. The resolution was unan-

THE WORLDWIDE PROJECT. 

The project of a World's Fair to commem- 
orate the discovery of America came to Mr. 
Mason while looking up his family history in 
company with his father, Carlile Mason, Presi- 
dent of the Excelsior Iron Works, of which 
George Mason is the Vice-President. In con- 
nection with their family history they discoy- 
ered some interesting bistorical facts. They 
found that when Illinois was finally and 
definitly ceded to the English py France, 
the first white settlers came to te 
place now occupied by the City of 
Chicago and took up thelr bome there. 
This happened in 1792. They noticed 
the peculiar coincidence that this was the 300th 
anniversary of the landing of Columbus on the 
Island of Guanahani. The year 1892 was ap- 
proacbing and with it the 100th anniversary of 
the arrival of tne first white settiers in the 
swampe of the Chicago River and the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America. 
“This anniversary,” said Mr. Mason Zr. last 
night, ve thougpt a fit occasion to refresh 
our memories, and there was nothing that 
would do so better and make it world-wide 
than a world’s fair, that would bring every- 

in connection with it. Chicago is in the 
centre of the continent. It can be reached as 
easily from one part of the world as from an- 
other. It is the middle between China, Japan, 
and India on one side and Europe on the other. 
We are at the meeting-piace of those two 
continents. i think it is the most appropriate 
lace in the world cnat can be found for a fair. 
esbould have the largest meeting of the 
world that ever did or could take place, taking 
everything into account. Australia and Asia 
could come to the Pacific coast and Europe to 
the Atiantic, and they would meet 
Chicago. South America would take its ex- 
bibits to New Orleans, and British North 
America ship bers acroes the lakes. Further- 
more, it is the only place in the West where a 
large gathering could find accommodation. I 
doubt ifeven in the East such accommoda- 
tions could be found, New York alone ex-

ence of opinion as to the propriety of this 
course, since the law itseif recognized the two 
leading political parties, and i was assumed 
that Judge Prendergast would de glad to re- 
ceive some authoritative expression of the Re- 
publican party’s wishes.

As the salary of the Election 
Commissioner is only $1,500 per annum, and as 
the duties of the offive will not be light, it was 
thought there would be some difficulty in 
getting the right kied of a man 
who would be willing to serve. A. M. Pence 
was mentioned, but it was stated that be 
thought, in view of his part in drawing up the 
law, ite enforcement should be left to some 
else. Murry Neison was also considered, but 
it was etated that, while taking agreat interest 
in election reform, business engagements 
would make it impossible for bim to act as an 
Election Commissioner. Fineily the tollowing 
were picked out to be submitted to Judge 
Prendergast with the assurance that apy one 
of them would be eatisfactory to the Repub- 
lican party: Sam Raymond and Charies 
Harpel, Eighteenth Ward; George W. Stan- 
ford, Eleveuth: J. R. Wheeler, Ninth; J. L. 
Woodword, Fourth. The Chairmen and Secre- 
taries of the present Republican County and 
City Central Committees were designated to 
wait on Judge Prendergast and present the 
names. This committee will, thereiore, be 
composed of John M. Smytb, P. Bird Price, 
Recorder W. 8. Scribner, and Chris Mamer. It 
will meet in Recorder Scribner's office at 10 
o’clock Monday morning. 

While the members were in session the out- 
look for the County Board was also discussed.

Yesterday morning be was hopeful 
that be would yet escape banging, saying he 
believed that Mr. Byam would succeed in get- 
ting a commutation of his sentence to impris 
onment for li e, or else secure a new trial.

Joseph Kled- 
ziek, husband of Mulkowski's victim, was very 
anxious to get into the jail yesterday to see the 
Italians hung, but be did not succeed. 

Mulxowski, who has been reticent since he 
was put in the County Jail, spoke about bis 
case for the first time to Deputy-Jailer Spears 
last night. He said: It is pretty bard for an 
innocent man to be hung; but I suppose I'll 
have to go, though I didn't kill the woman.“

Prof. W. M. Davis of Harvard College, in his 
wonosraph on “Whiriwinds, Cyclones, and 
Tornadoes,” says: 

“It is found, bowever, that all storms yet 
studied turn from r ght to leit in the Northern 
Hemisphere and fou left to rigbt in the Soutb- 
ern. Such constancy points to 2ometbing more 
regular thun the eocidental strength of the 
winds, to some cause that shall a ways turn 
the indrafts to the riebt of the centre as they 
run in towards it in the Northern Hemispbere 
apd to the left in the Southern Hemisphere; 
and this cause ie found in the rotation of the 
earth on ius axis. There is a force arising from 
the earth's rotation that tenus to reflect all 
motions in the Northern Hemispbere to the 
right. and this reflecting force varies with the 
latitude, being nothing at the equator and 
greatest at the poles. 

There is a 6 mpier reason and more tropical 
in its character. It is this: 

Bear in mind, the tornado comes into bemg 
only after midday, and, !urtber, only after a 
succession of still, clear days: these conditions 
induce the following atmospheric status in the 
Northern Hemisphere: 

The air to the south and east of the point of 
cycionic disturbance bas been more influenced 
by the sun's beat than any point to the north 
and west of it; rarification nas ensued, vast 
columns of air have been thus lifted, and, cor- 
responding/y, areas of iow barometric sure, 
as compared with those north and west, bave 
been estabiisbea. But the sun's influence to 
the south bas been of several Gays’ duration, 
so muck 60 as to warrant the conclusion that 
this area ot low pressure in thie direction is a 
constant tactor; the adventitious factor ig the 
area of low pressure eastward caused by the 
sun's beat during the morning.

gelfishness.”” The triumph of popular organr 
gation over the combined forces of Dublin Cas- 
tle and landiordism in the fierce coercion 
fight which bas gone on from 1881 until last 


July bears splendid testimony to the efficiency 


of the new method of operations; while in the 


5 spectacle ot solid union and thorough discipline 


ted in the popular ranks, with the corre- 
sponding exhibition of weakness in the anti- 
National camp, the cause of the Irish people, 
national! as well as social, is seen marching on 
to certain and proximate success. 

The explanation of this unprecedented prog- 
yess of the Irish movement is easily made. 
The national strength, instead of being pitted, 
as heretofore, against, Engiand’s entire power 
in Ireland, was directed against its most vul- 
perabie point—landlordism. The Irish tenant 
farmers, as well as English statesmen, were 


made thoroughly to comprehend what it was 


which we were striving for, and how we meact 
to reach it. There was no ambiguity about the 
Land League. We practically reverted back to 

first issue of the Angio-Irish War—a con- 
test for the possession of the soil of Ireland. 
Whoever owns the land rules the country 
must always be true of Ireland, and to beat to 
us knees the English garrison of Irish land- 
jordism was the only possible way in 
which to bring about an alleviation of 
the social wrong and misery inflicted by this 
system, and by this meaus enlist in the strug- 
gle for national self-government the vast 
tenant-farmer class which this policy musi res- 
che, sooner or later, from landiord oppression. 
This combination of the practicai with the sen- 
timental, or the union of the social and the 
pational forces of reform in the move- 
ment of the last six years, has been 
the secret of our unquestioned success over 
every influence which England has used 
against us. Nor has it been less fortunate in 
its effects upon the public opinion of Great 
Britain. Daniel O’Connell once boasted that 
he could get 50,000 of his Irish followers to 
go to England and put down Fergus O' Con- 
nor and his Chartists. Our old Liberator 
was as hopelesily wrong in the direction 
of his English antipathies as he was 
ineffective in his method of fighting England's 
power in Ireland. Had he adopted the ideas 
of the Chartists on land reform out of which 
to create the motive force of his repeal move- 
ment, while at the same time encouraging the 
Eeglish democracy to proceed on similar lines 
of social change, be would not have died a de- 
feated and broken-hearted Irish leader, nor 
left to Ireland the spiritiess people who per- 
ished so miserably during the famine years of 
‘47 and 48 while landiordism exported the food 
whach should have saved the victims of starva- 
tion. 

The position of the national question today. 
as compared with its fortunes in 1846, forcibly 
jllustrates the argument which I have tried to 
put forward in the foregoing remarks upon the 


wisdom of associating sociai reform witb na- 
tional ideas as a means to the achieve- 
ment of national self-government. O' Con- 
nell, with an Irish population of over 
8,000,000—more than one-third the num- 
ber of the then inhabitants of Great 
Britain—failed completely to effect the 
repeai of the act of union, notwithstanding his 
unparalleled power over the Irish people and his 
commanding influence in the imperial Parlia- 
ment. He left the territorial garrison of En- 
giand unmolested in the rear of his agitation. 
He made the mistake, which Isaac Butt only 
too faithfully followed, of acting as if the vita! 
point of Engiand’s domination over the Irish 
people lay in Westminster, instead of seeing 
it, under his very eyes, in the possession 
ot the soil of Ireland by a class that was 
the deadly enemy of every Nationalist aspira- 
ton of a country which they scourged with im- 
punity. Parneii, with little more than half the 
population of O Connell's time and a Greut 
Britain with 30,000,000 inhabitants, is destined 
to do what Butt and O’Conneli failed to accom- 
plish, providimg he will continue to fight the 
question of an Irish Legisiature by the dual 
policy which has so well succeeded so far, and 
which gives English statesmen the least chance 
of successful resistance to his demand. 

The social revolt against Irish Jandlordism 
has given birth both to an English and a Scotch 


‘land movement. In both countries Ireland is 


acknowledged to have led the way in the up- 
rising against land monopoly. This feeling is 
rapidly undermining English sympathy for 
Irish landlords. Hitherto public opinion in 
Great Britain was taught to believe that our 
antagonism to this class was mainly in conse- 
quence of their loyalty to Engiand. The belief 
is now becoming universal that the disloyalty 
ofcthe Irish people is chiefly due to those 
whom Eng land has so long permitted to rule 
and ruin this country in ber name. Hence the 
little response which has been evoked by the 
recent appeal to English prejudice from the 
late “loyalist” meeting in this city. The 
one of the most anti-Irish of British 
rs, had the following cold comfort for the 
landiords in its issue of Saturday last: 

A meeting of “loyalists” was held in Dublin 
Vesterday, at which resolutions were passed de- 
Piloring the condition to which Ireland is being re- 
Guced by the National League. There will be in 
this country a general and weil-founded distrust 
of the “loyalists... They confer that title on 
themselves; and yet they and those whose tradi- 
tions they continue have done more to make 
Ireland disioyal than even Mr. Parnell. Their 
course has ever been to refuse reforms and to de- 
mand coercion. They have treated their fellow 
Irishmen who do not agree with them as traitors, 
to be punished with the utmost severity. When,

Ciub. The poem was dedicated to Calvin burn- 
ing Servetus. 

Mr. Palmer introduced the poet as one who 
had, in his opinion, written a remarkable 
poem, whose conception was that a God of hell 
must be a God of hate. 

Mr. Hageman begun with a story of a citizen 
who sought to cheapen and purchase in a 
wholesale store, and, after being kicked by 
various employés from floor to floor, finally

said he had himself been metaphorically kicked 
out of the Presbyterian Cuurch three times, so 
that he had come to know what systematic 
theology means.

She will make her bome per- 
manently in the United States, it is said, and 
she has already, through an agent, purchased 
a house on Fifth avenue, New York, ana leased 
for next season a cottage at Long Branch. 
What do you think of that, my cat? What do 
you think of that, my dog? 

But then, who is this Cora Pearl, whose mi- 
gration to America is talked about more than 
the Orleans wedding, the elections, or the 
shootmg at De Freycinet? Many Parisians ask 
the question, particularly those whose mem- 
ories are ndt more than twenty years 
long. Attend, mesdames and messieurs, 
and I will teil. She is, to begin, 
an Englishwoman, born in one of the 
outlying districts of London. How long ago? 
O, it would be scandalous to say! Let us 
guess at it. Fifty years? Maybe; not less. 
Her real name was Emmeline Crutch, and the 
latter was most appropriate, for in figure and 
movement she was always stiff and awkward. 
Early in life she grewtired of the London 
Arry, and the beer-shops, and the concert- 
halis. Soin tne heyday times of the Second 
Empire she came to Paris. From then until 
Sedan she was—excepting scarce the Empress 
about the best-known woman in France.

She was brought over here and launched in 
the aristocratic sea of the demi-monde by a 
rich chum of the Duc de Morny. She first be- 
came known to the public eyes in the Champs 
Elysées. I remember, time and again, seeing 
her go galloping down the brilliant way, 
seated with the grace and courage of 
an Amazon on the finest thoroughbred 
m Paris.

Soon after this Cora traveled eli over Europe, 
and was received everywhere with marked 
honors.

She died quietly and 
was buried quietly, and no one knew apy; thing 
about it. Then her disconsolate widower took 
up the charming Cora and traveled all over 
with ner, passing ber off as his wife, who, he 
pretended, was not dead at.all!

DE FREYCINET IN PERIL. 

Pourquoi?“ was the universal exclamation 
when it was announced that some one bad tried 
to assasinaie M. de Freycinet. Why, indeed? 
And then, when it was hinted that there was a 
woman in the case, wonderment rose to a still 
higher pitch. What could this bloodless and 
withered od man have to do with women? 
Impossible! There is a mystery in the case. 
The man who did the shooting is rather under 
middle age. He is a Corsican, and says ue has 
no relatives living save one. Who that one is 
be will not say. He wears mourning for his 
mother, who died only a short time ago. She 
was never married, but was betrayed by a 
faithless lover. The would-be murderer of M. 
de Freycinet says he has been waiting fifteen 
years to do the deed; waiting, that is, until his 
mother’s death.

stituted at his suggestion have proved the fal- 
lacy of this theory.

Governments in Germany are said to bave pro- 
tested against any new coercive legislation in 
regard to Sunday observanee.

An almost incredible case of what must be 
termed murderous mania is reported from the 
small principality of Waldeck. ‘The evening of 
Oct. 28 more than thirty-two persons were at- 
tacked, terribly wounded, and almost murdered 
on the highway between Bredelar and Mars- 
berg, two small country towns near the Prus- 
sian frontier, by two farm-hands from the for- 
mer place, who had armed themselves, one 
with a large and heavy billy, the other with a 
plowsbare. A cattle sale had taken place that 
day at Marsberg, and all the people from 
Bredelar, who were returning after 
dusk, as also others coming the 
same way, fell an easy prey to the 
muderous maniacs, who came upon them sud- 
denly and unawares out of the woods that line 
the road. Any opposition was futile, asa few 
biows with their terrible weapons were suffi- 
cient to fell the strongest to the ground. No- 
body was spared, neither the helpless cripple 
nor the smallest child. Theroad, from a point 
about a mile below Bredelar up to the very 
gates of Marsberg, was literally strewn with 
the mangled and wounded, weitering in their 
blood. Among those attacked were several 
shepherds, who were returning with their 
herds, and of whom two in vaia sought to 
overpower the bloodthirsty sceundrels. 
None of the injured bad ever had any 
dispute with them. It was a clear case 
of homicidal mania. The whole number of 
injured was not known at last reports, as some 
of them found their way bome witsout assist- 
ance. Of the thirty-two picked upon the road 
insensible, or unable to move, nearly all had 
either their skulis crushed or one or several of 
their limbs broken, sometimes in several places. 
There is scarcely any doubt that some of them 
will die, while others will be crippled for life. 
Tune two human beasts, one of whom has al- 
ready served a term of several years in the 
penitentiary for manslaughter, are in the hands 
of authorities. * 


present which reminds one of the almost revo- 
lutionary changes created by Baron Hausmann 
in the exterior aspect of Paris. As most per- 
sons know who have visited the Capital of the 
German Empire, there exists in Berlin, as there 
did and partly still does in Paris, an older part 
with narrow and crooked streets running into 
each other in truly labyrinthian fashion, and 
with but one street that might by courtesy 
be called a thoroughfare. For the Königs- 
strasse, which claims this title, aithough 
it runs through this old part of the city 
from west to east in a straight line, is 
of an almost alley-lke narrowness, and 
therefore totally unable to carry the enormous 
traffic between the east and west ends of the 
Capital, each equal to a city of more than 
600,000 inhabitants. The necessity for one or 
more new and broad thoroughfares has long 
been urgentiy felt, and for years the matter 
has been under consideration by the city 
authorities, but the enormousexpense of the 
enterprise and the unwillingness of owners to 
part with their delapidated but remunerative 
possessions bave retarded its realization. At 
last all resistance has been overcome, and a 
new street seventy-six feet in width is now be- 
ing broken through the oldest and most crooked 
part of Berlin, parallel to the Königsstrasse, 
its line being in direct continuation of the 
famous street Unter den Linden.“ It is to 
be named Kaiser Wilhelm strasse, and ul- 
timately to extend from the old and rickety 
Cavaher’s Bridge, which will be removed and 
replaced by a grand and solid structure, to the 
farthest eastern limits of the city. It will cross 
at right angles the Neue Friedrichsstrasse,’’ 
which is to be straightened out and widened 
twenty feet. A large number of small and 
narrow streets, inbabited mostly by the slums 
of the population and the hiding-places of the 
criminal classes, will be wiped out by this im- 
provement. The work of demolition bas al- 
ready begun in the whole district between 
the river and the Neue Friedrichsstrasse, 
and at the same time the work of rebuilding 
under the new pian. For the one was not per- 
mitted to go on until all the plans for the 
buildings to be erected were perfected and the 
contracts given out. Among these will be a 
large and magnificent market-hall. The whole 
improvement in the district named is to be 
finished in the course of two years, the con- 
tractors being under heavy bonds for its com- 
pletion by thattime. The vastness of the 
change produced by this improvement in the 
relations of Berlin's population may be judged 
from the fact that 28,000 persons had to seek 
new quarters—that is, one out of about forty- 
two inhabitants, the total population of Berlin 
being 1,284,876 the 3d of October,

Thanks to the liberality of the late King 
Frederic William IV. the Luther-House at Wit- 
tenberg has now been entirely renovated ac- 
cording to the plans drawn by the celebrated 
Schiueter in 1854. The colonnade, leading from 
the Luther-House to the Augusteum, is also 
completed.

Secretary of the Interior, the Postmaster- 
General, and the Attorney-General are placed 
as they were in the spring. 

Mr. Manning’s home pro tem. (or pro term, 


as it is a four-years’ lease) is in the North End. 


It is on Dupont Circle, and its west tront is 
gorgeous with the scariet glories of the Vir- 
ginia creeper and ampolopsis, and the less 
fleeting splendors of stained glass. Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire avenues flank it 
with their wide parallels that lose themseves— 


‘not in infinity, like their mathematical proto-

Secretary Whitney wes for months relegated 
to the Yulee mansion, already familiar to your 
readers—a fine specimen of the new school of 
architecture, whose red brick is relieved and 
made artistic by great windows of stained 
lass, a conservatury blazing with tropical 
bloom, and large tiles of terra-cotta on which 
cluster in bas-relief the orange blossoms, fruit, 
and foliage, the palmetto and palm, and the 
passion-flower and cactus of the State which 
the old Senator represented so long in Con- 
gress. But be has quietly disproven popular 
rumor by leasing the home made familiar to 
society by the elegant hospitality of the ex- 
Secretary of State and bisfamily. It is a plain. 
square, doubie brick on I street, in the heart 
of the West End, within a stone's throw of 
Farragut square, and in the near neighbor- 
hood of the old Shubrick house and the homes 
ot Gens. Benét and Sackett, U. S. A. It bas no 
claim to architectural beauty, ana its charm 
has, like that of the King’s daughter, come 
from within. 

Secretary and Mrs. Endicott have the pret- 
tiest hause in town, although it is small. Ita 
nearest neighbors are Mr. Biaine’s home and 
Senator Cameron’s; and it is as quaint as it is 
attractive. One special feature is the oriole 


building after the fashion of the nests of the 
birds from which they take their name; and, 
as each one shows a foliage plant, a pot of 
bloom, or a flash of lace and colored ribbon, 
the effect is very bright. The old bronze videt 
—Scott—stands near by in his circle of flow- 
ers; and far away down the street the facade 
of the White House rises over the green of 
Lafayette square like a white spray on a surtf- 
wave. 

The interiors of these homes are character- 
istic of the inmates—Mrs. Whitney's being 
filled with bric-A-brac, Mrs. Endicott’s with 
books and pictures, and Mr. Manning's with 
people. 

THE WHITE HOUSE AND THE PRESIDENT. 

The President's house is the centre of a 
home-life as simple as that which characterized 
itduring Gen. Grant’s occupancy; and the 
Executive seems to take solid comfort in its 
dwelling balf when he shuts bis office-door and 
turns bis back for the day on his multitudinous 
duties. He is much liked, in a surprised, re- 
luctant sort of way. by the people here; and 
his Thanksgiving proclamation has ranged the 
churchmen of ail creeds on his side, like the 
biast of a trumpet. His popularity is of slow 
growth—partly because of the innate conserva- 
tism of the place, and partly because he keeps 
doing the unexpected. Their ideal and the 
actual man are perpetually fallmg out, like 
Peter Schlemihl and his shadow; and the bur- 
den of Democracy, not being settled in place and 
weight yet, keeps the scale of opinion vibrating. 
He bas made some changes in the White House, 
but they are not of the esthetic decorative 
school. Au contraire. He found the house so 
much out of repair that he rehung the faded 
tapestries, put down the halt-worn carpets, 
left the plaques and other articles of * bigotry 
and virtue unsupplemented, and devoted all 
the spare cash to painting up walls, repainting 
woodwork, calcimining, viumbing, and mend- 
ing eaves-spouts.

Though of recent origin it aiready 
shows a record of creditable enter- 
prise. Besides advancing rapidly to a 
large — interesting exhibit of a great 
variety of materiais and improvements, aii 
valuadle and interesting to the dousedbullder; 
it bas also acted as an important factor aud as 
an incentive to the organization of several 
societies concerned in architecture and build- 
ing under*the auspices, upon the floor, and at 
the expense of this institution.

Association of Arobitects. A National organiza- 
tion numbering among its members architects 
from ali the great Western cities, and Western 
and Southern States, was orgauized with char- 
ter members Sof about 200. At the time 
of this contentioa, there was held upon the 
floors of this institution, fot the first time in 
America, anexbibition strictly of architectural 
designs. numbering several hundred drawings, 
the work of leading architects of the West. 
Two months later an organization known as 
the ‘lilindis State Asseciation of Architects 
was creatdd and now bo ds a charter under the 
laws Of the State of lilindis. The society bas 
been in active work, holding its headquarters 
and meetings in the hall of the Exhibit. In 
July of this year the Master House- 
Painters’ Association of the United States 
and Canada held its first convention 
bere and perfected its organization. At the 
present time the regular sessions of the IIli- 
nois State Association of Architects, the West- 
ern Society of Civil Engineers, and the Master 
Piumbers’ Association of Chicago are held in 
the assembly hall of this institution, besides 
various committee meetings of these societies, 
and outside organizations make constant use 
of this institute of architecture. There are 
libraries belonging to the two last-named so- 
cieties bere that number many hundred vol- 
umes. 

While such an institution as this forms a 
nucleus about which professional and trade 
societies of architecture and the building arts 
may congregate for individual and general im- 
provement, the public at large can, be equally 
benefited, for the doors of this institution stand 
open inviting free entrance to all, with free- 
dom to inspect. the exhibits, and to every one 
building or about to build this inatitution ap- 
peals and offers aid, places before them the 
only means of selection, comparison, and eco- 
nomical instruction. It is a mart through 
which all materials appertaining to building 
can be carefully inspected and advyan- 
tageously obtained. Here, gathered un- 
der one roof, within reasonable space 
and comprehensible at a glance, will 
be found every integral part which in the ag- 
gregate constitutes a dweliing, whether it be 
the modest cottage of the artisan or the pala- 
tial home of a merchant prince, The demand 
for knowledge is urgent, the want.of informa- 
tion of every-day occurrence, and the bead- 
waters of information can only be reached by 
weeks of search, unless dammed up and pre- 
sented in one great reservoir, and such is the 
purpose of this exposition. The pioneer ex- 
hibiters and those who have encouraged this 
exhibit by their support deserve the praise of 
the public in maugurating such a valuable 
educational institution, which seems likely to 
grow into large flelds of usefulness.
